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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Examiner acknowledges a submission of the amendment filed on April 25, 2006. 
Claims 1, 6,7,10,14, and 15 have been amended. Claims 2-3,8,9, 11-13, and 16-20 
have been kept original. No new claims were added. It also included 
remarks/arguments. Amendments and arguments have overcome rejection. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a) Selectively Trip Unit For A Multipole Circuit Breaker, Batteux et al. (US 5,831 ,499). 

b) Ulerich et al. Trip Indicator Including Latch For Circuit Breaker, Ulerich et al. (US 
6,433,290 B1). 

3. Regarding claim 1 , the prior art references fails to teach "a movable armature 
including a first end coupled to said base portion of said armature bracket, and a 
second end having a trip-actuating surface, said trip-actuating surface being disposed 
proximate said trip finger in the ON position and contacting said trip bar to initiate said 
tripped position, said second end further having a spring attachment means; wherein 
said spring directly controls the current rating of said trip mechanism without additional 
adjustment mechanisms" in combination with the other limitations recited in the claims. 
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4. Regarding claim 14, the prior art references fails to teach " operatively 
connecting a first end of a movable armature to said base portion of said armature 
bracket, said movable armature including a spring attachment means at a second end 
thereof opposite said first end, said second end thereof further having a trip-actuating 
surface; whereby said spring directly controls the current rating of said trip mechanism 
without additional adjustment mechanisms" in combination with the other limitations 
recited in the claims. 

5. The following US patents: Batteux et al. and Ulerich et al. describe the armature 
bracket, movable armature, and base portion including a spring attachment means. 
However, the prior art references does not disclose the physical arrangements of the 
parts, leading to a functionality whereby the spring is the sole controller of the bias force 
of the tripping assembly, eliminating the need for additional calibration means.
